USC researchers 
may have found 
cancer virus 


I os ANGELES d P I » — Cnivcrsity of Southern Califor­ 
nia researchers believe thev may have found the long- 
sought human cancer virus, one of the most important steps 
m the search for a way to control cancer and possibly a 
milestone in the quest to understand the wor kings of life. 
The researchers reported Sunday they are optimistic, 
their discovery will put cancer research "a light year 
ahead." but warned against accepting their findings as 
confirmed until more tests can be made. 
in Washington D C., a Georgetown University research 
team also announced Sunday that in a separate project it 
had grown a "virus ot human origin. 
The team, headed by Dr. Sarah Stewart, a pathologist 
said the virus was grown trom the cells of a sarcom a 
imalignant tumor ot connective tissue» taken from the 
thigh of a 38-year-old woman. 
Both projects were supported by the National Cancer 
Institute a unit of the National Institutes of Health 
The USC discovery was made by a team headed by Dr. 
Robert M 
McAllister, head ot 
virology research at 
Childrens Hospital ot Los Angeles and Dr. Murray B 
Gardner, associate professor ot pathology. 
The discovery was revealed in the Dec. 7 issue ol the 
British scientific journal "N ature, 
a report co-authored 
by Dr Robert J Huebner. head of the viral carcinogenesis 
branch of the National Cancer Institute in Washington. 
D C., where the USC researchers worked. 


It »the virus» is human, it will put us a light year 
ahead. 
Hebner said. "We will be working with humans 
instead ot cats and chickens We didn't expect to be there 
for quite a few years. 
A Houston team claimed last sum m er to have iound a 
human cancer virus, but their claim has since been 
disputed. 


But Huebner stated that "w e don't want too early a 
telegram from President Nixon congratulating us tor 
discovering the tirst virus. This happened a tew months 
ago, and I don't want it to happen again, 
he said, referring 
to the Houston announcement. 
W hile many scientists have been convinced for years that 
a virus plays some role in triggering the destructive grow th 
ot cancer cells, the search tor an example ot such a virus 
has been slow and ditticult.

Pakistan crisis to the General Assembly 
and out ot the Security Council where two 
Soviet vetoes have paralyzed elforts to 
demand a cease fire.

aIAMLA IL PI »—The mayor and the policemen stood on 
the street below, imploring the gangsters on the balcony 
above to surrender and release their hostages unharmed. 
The gang leader sneered and said no. 
The tense drama was to reach it climax minutes later, in 
a bkxxlbath on the balcony of the iour-story apartment 
building. 
The drama began Friday when Basilio Marcelo, 28. led 16 


men armed with a .22 caliber revolver, butcher knives and 
icepicks in breaking into the apartment owned by Chinese 
businessman Johnny 
Ngo In suburban Pasay City. 
Marcelo's group held Ngo. his family and other members of 
his household —12 in all. including two children—hostages 
for nearly 48 hours. 
When it was over Sunday, four of the intruders were dead 
and a fifth wounded in a fight with police. The rest surren­ 


dered. 
Shortly before 8 a.m. Sunday. Pasay Mayor Jovito 
Claudio stood on the street below the apartment, imploring 
Marcelo and his men on the balcony above to surrender and 
release the hostages. 
Marcelo. using a radio station microphone hoisted to him 
by cable, shouted back, ‘i am not going to surrender. 
Although I am not in want, although I am not poor, I am not 


afraid to die.“ 
Beside Marcelo on the balcony was his brother Primo, 25, 
who held a knife to the throat of Ngo. Arrayed along the 
balcony grills were the frightened, sobbing hostages and 
their captors. 
On the street below besides Claudio was a mixed Sunday 
crowd of newsmen, photographers, uniformed and plain 
clothes policemen and about 500 curious onlookers

TV-less Aussie Town Sweats It Out

ALICE SPRINGS, N. Т., 
Australia — (NEA) — Every­ 
body sweats in this town. Not 
because it’s hot, but rather 
people seem to be forever 
competing with one another. 
Cricket, basketball, squash, 
golf—the place, as one fellow 
puts it, “is jammed with 
jock straps.” 
And small wonder. 
Sports in this isolated com­ 
munity is one of the several 
substitutes 
for 
television, 
that armchair arrester of the 
civilized world. 
TV has not yet reared its 
hypnotic eye here. Ninety- 
seven per cent of Australia is 
covered by the communica­ 
tions media, but not Alice 
Spring’s. The town is bull’s- 
eye in the center of the con­ 
tinent, its 11,000 inhabitants 
comprise the largest popula­ 
tion for 
1,000 
miles, 
and 
neither federal nor private 
money has yet been raised 
to microwave tube pictures 
here from the north or south 
coasts. 
It’s just as well, say some 
of the citizens. 
“I used to live in London,” 
explains 
b u s i n e s s m a n 
G e o r g e Prisgrove. “That’s 
when we had one of the only 
20,000 television sets in the 
nation then. Coo, it was a 
mess. Every night the neigh­ 
bors would pour in. They 
ruined our social life—to say 
nothing of our refrigerator.” 
To be sure, both the re­ 
frigerators and the social life 


have been preserved in Alice 
Springs. Out of boredom, the 
people are wont to abandon 
their houses every evening to 
look for things to do. 
Sports 
is 
one 
thing. 
A 
natural thing. Australia has 
often been called a sportoc- 
racy, rather than a democ­ 
racy, because it is decidedly 
more involved in athletics 
than politics. Last year a na­ 
tional newspaper ran a poll 
to find out the nation’s best 
known men, and athletes ran 
a lap ahead of everybody, in­ 
cluding the prime minister. 
So it is at eve-tide here, 
thousands head for the play­ 
ing courts. Even the girls 
forsake their miniskirts for 
sweatsuits to scramble in 
organized outdoor basketball 
leagues. The other evening 
the action got so hot between 
opponents in a game near 
the community high school 
that one gal had to call an 
emergency t i m e - o u t and 
ducked behind the stands to 
“fix my flippin’ bra strap.” 
That same evening, in the 
same nart of town, a fellow 
wrenched 
his 
back lifting 
weights, a chap got whacked 
with a racket on the squash 
court, a young lad of nine 
won a free-for-all wrestling 
match, and the referee in a 
cricket game lost the pea 
from his whistle. 
Naturally, not everybody 
in town chances the com­ 
petitive arenas every night. 
Many of the adult (and not 
so adult) men while the eve­ 
nings away in the pubs, of 


which there are a prolific lot 
in this arid location. “Tele­ 
vision?” says one gentleman 
at a joint on Todd Street. “I 
seen it once in Adelaide. 
Bloody awful it was. I was 
visiting a friend and I felt 
very unwelcome. I arrived at 
his place during some damn 
movie or something, and he 
kept on glancing at the TV, 
then at me, then at the TV, 
all the blinkin’ night.” 
And, too, in Alice Springs, 
there is square dancing to 
fill the idle hours (“We have 
real A m e r i c a n callers 
here” ). And social meetings 
(“All right. O.K., it’s decided 
—we’ll hold the bake sale on 
the Saturday before Christ­ 
m as” ). And. on F’riday eve­ 
ning, shopping. 
There is also radio, of a 
rare variety. Station 8HA, 
which advertises itself *as 
’the 
voice 
of 
the 
mega- 
tropolis.” and which only 
began 
broadcasting 
t h i s 
year, is a sometimes de­ 
lightful 
but 
usually 
awful 
blend of the 1940s and the 


1970s. During the day, and 
periodically through the eve­ 
ning. disc jockeys spin music 
the likes of Waltzing Matilda 
and the South Australian Po­ 
lice E’orce Band. Spliced in 
between, programming in­ 
cludes some neat flashbacks 
to radio of yesteryear and 
the listener fully expects to 
hear the thundering hoof- 
beats of the Great Horse Sil­ 
ver or the squeaking door of 
Inner Sanctum. 
“So this is Rennie Duprey, 
from the House of Duprey,” 
says a breathless woman 
during a drama. “Under his 
icy exterior beats a heart, 
after all—and a very human 
heart. But you’ll hear more 
of this tomorrow, on (a long 
pause) A Portrait of Jenni­ 
fer." 
Such entertainment inno­ 
cence, alas, cannot possibly 
last. The Alice Spring mayor, 
Jock Nelson, says that tele­ 
vision is not long off here. 
“By 1973 at the latest; that’s 
my guess, anyway.” 
Thus the locals will soon 
be getting, the same as the 
rest of Australia, what may 
be the worst TV fare in the 
world. None of the nation has 
color, most of the continent 
receives only one or two 
drearily 
similar 
channels, 
and the programming runs 
strongly to “I Love Lucy” 
(with Desi Arnaz yet) and 
Wild Bill Elliott westerns. 
Until then, wow, p e o p l e 
here will just have to sweat 
it out.
